Speech by Hon. Mr. Justice T.L. Yang 
Guest of Honour, at the 16th Speech Day 
at Karl’s Hall on 2nd December, 1976 


It is with great pleasure that my wife and | have come here to offer to the graduating 
students our personal congratulations, and we wish you a happy and meaningful future, and that 
you will find satisfaction in all your legitimate pursuits. 


The topic of my address today is: “What are the Facts?”’ 


In the course of our lives, there are bound to be numerous occasions when we have to form 
judgments on other people’s character and conduct. And for most of us, we not infrequently make 
up our minds without being in possession of all the relevant facts. Let me give an example. 


Imagine that you perceive a man (whom we shall 
call Mr. A) standing in a room with a blood-stained knife 
in his hand. Lying on the floor in front of him is a dead 
man, whom we shall call Mr. B. Your initial conclusion, | 
dare say, would be that Mr. A has just murdered Mr. B. 
Further reflection, however, will tell you that appear- 
ances and first impressions are often deceptive. In the 
present hypothetical case, it is not impossible that some 
third person has killed Mr. B, and that Mr. A enters the 
room after the killer has escaped. Perhaps in a desperate 
attempt to save Mr. B, Mr. A pulls the knife out of his 
body, at which moment you come into the room and 
catch him in this compromising situation. But let us 
suppose that from your examination of the case, you 
come to the conclusion that Mr. A did kill Mr. B, or 
perhaps he confesses to you that he has killed the 
deceased. Your impression may then be: ‘’Ah, | have 
caught the murderer!” But that could be wrong too, for 
Mr. A might have killed Mr. B in self-defence, in which 
case Mr. A is not guilty of any crime whatsoever. Even 
if your investigations reveal that Mr. B had attacked Mr. A, and that Mr. A in trying to protect 
himself killed Mr. B, these bare facts are by themselves insufficient to establish self-defence, In 
law, the degree of force used in self-defence must be proportionate to the force used by the 
attacker. Some attacks may be serious and dangerous. Others may not be. If there is some relative- 
ly minor attack it would not be open to the person attacked to resort to such act of retaliation 
which is wholly out of proportion’ to the necessities of the situation. Assuming that in the present 
example, Mr. B simply hit Mr. A with his fists, the use of a knife, even for self-protection, may 
well be regarded as excessive force, so that the killing is not entirely innocent. In those circums- 
tances Mr. A would be guilty, not of murder, but of the lesser crime of manslaughter. 


The example | have just given illustrates how dangerous it is to formulate an opinion when 
one does not have enough facts. Until one knows the facts, he is in no position to pass judgment, 
and he cannot know the true facts until he has heard all sides. Unfortunately however, having 
heard all sides, he may still not get the truth, because the accounts presented may be incorrect 
or incomplete, or, he himself may be so biased against one side and in favour of the other that he 
is unable to form an impartial and objective decision. 


We are all guilty of making hasty judgments at one time or another: Judgments based not 
on facts, but on our own prejudices, and on fragmented and unreliable evidence. Small wonder 
that conflicts, misunderstandings and ill-feelings abound. Admittedly, itis often extremely difficult 
to discover the facts, but in order to obtain the truth we must endeavour to do so. My message:to

you, then, is simply this: Keep an open mind, and suspend judgment until you have assembled all 
the relevant facts. This principle holds true whether you are dealing with an individual, a company, 
an association, or a government department. 


That you should gather all the relevant facts is easier said than done. People may lie, docu- 
ments may lie, and photographs, films and tapes may be doctored so as to present a false picture. 
Perhaps | may be permitted to point out a few of the pitfalls you should guard yourselves against 
in your search for facts. If a person tells you something, inaccuracies may occur for a variety of 
reasons. The one reason that comes readily to mind is of course a deliberate lie. And a lie, if 
repeated Often enough, or with sufficient authority, may take on the aura of truth and be accepted 
as such. On the other hand, astory may be partly true and partly false, or it may be incomplete, so 
that while the part which is revealed is true, the other part that is concealed, if discovered, will 
throw a completely different light on the story. Alternatively, a person may tell you a falsehood 
unintentionally because of his defective memory or observation, his ignorance and lack of know- 
ledge, or because of an inability to express himself clearly and correctly. It is but human nature to 
exaggerate that which is favourable to ourselves and our friends and damaging to those who are on 
the opposite side. We all tend to forgive or explain away our own wrongdoings, or the wrongdoings 
of our friends, and blame our enemies for whatever they may say or do. Apart from the inaccura- 
cies you have heard or read, your own observation may be wrong too. In a classic example, several 
persons enacted a scene in front of a class. At the end of it each student was asked to tell what he 
had witnessed. Quite different versions were related by the students, though they all saw the 
same thing at the same time, 


Remember, too, that a fact may be susceptible to more than one interpretation. If you are 
sick and | fail to visit you, it may be that | am not concerned about you, or because | am sick too, 
or because | do not know that you are sick, or because your doctor advised against visitors. If 
there is already some misunderstanding between us, you are likely to think that | do not care 
about you. If you and I are on good terms, you will probably assume that | have some good 
reasons for not visiting you. Both assumptions are based on insufficient evidence and may be 


incorrect. ‘- 


Through laziness, we all too quickly accept*what is told or revealed to us at its face value, 
thereby forming an opinion based on unreliable igformation, Through laziness too, we may even 
adopt other people’s conclusions and their prejudices as well. ji 


Suppose you succeeded in avoiding all the pitfalls | have enumerated, then, having marshall- 
ed and correlated all the facts obtainable, you are-in a good position to form your own judgment. 
It is not uncommon that the possession of all available evidence still leaves certain crucial 
questions unanswered, in which case you should accept the inevitable and only conclusion, frustra- 
ting though it is, and resign yourself to the fact that you do not know what the truth is. Some- 
times you may be fortunate enough to form a judgment on the facts, but even then, it does not 
follow that judgment will remain permanently valid, because new facts may emerge or be unearth- 
ed, emphasis may be shifted, and mistakes in your finding of facts may be discovered. In that 
event, you should review your judgment, approach the problem with a fresh outlook and an open 
mind, and have the courage to admit that you have been wrong and change your judgment 
accordingly. 


As | see it, a lot of human conflicts are attributable to our failure to conscientiously gather 
the relevant facts. We criticize and condemn without being in possession of all the evidence. We 
tend to fill the gaps in the facts not with logical inferences or more facts but with preconceived 
ideas, prejudices, speculations, and falsehoods. Topvercome these obstacles to your search of 
truth, you may well have to change your mental attitudes and methods. | therefore repeat this 
exhortation: Keep an open mind, and suspend judgment until you have got all the relevant facts.

Speech of Fr. J. Carra, P. |. M. E., our Supervisor 


In his encyclical letter titled ‘Peace on Earth,’ the late Pope John XXIII proclaimed that 
man ‘has a natural right to share in the benefits of culture, and hence to receive a good general 
education........ ' This should be the general principle upon which all governments should base 
their educational policies. What has the Hong Kong Government done over the years to provide 
education for all? Up until recently, it has dragged its feet in tackling this problem. It is heartening 
to note that in the present decade, Government has finally awakened to the fact that it must 
provide a good general education for all. 


The White Paper on ’Secondary Education in Hong Kong over the Next Decade’ issued in 
1974 stated that there would be 100% subsidized secondary school places for Forms 1-3 and 
40%, for Forms 4 and 5, by September, 1979. To achieve this target, the Education Department 
has started a school building programme that will bring into existence 83 new secondary schools 
between April, 1976 and September, 1981. 


As a temporary measure to increase quickly the number of subsidised places, the Education 
Department has also introduced flotation and extended day classes in Government and aided 
schools. In addition, it is buying more places in the private secondary schools. All these moves 
are commendable, but tions, they can do only 
more could be done. unskilled work with low 
pay. 

Why should there be 


only 40% subsidised places 
for Forms 4 and 5? Why 
not 100%? What are the 
prospects of a student 
who finishes Form 3 only? 
He can go on to Form 4 
in a private school and 
pay much higher school 
fees. This is against the 
principles of social justice. 
Or, he can start working. 
But can industry absorb 
all the Form 3 school- 
leavers? Besides, with their 


lf Form 3. school- 
leavers cannot proceed to 
Form 4 nor can they get 
decent jobs, what does the 
future hold for them? 
They might come under 
the influence of criminal 
elements. Sooner or later, 
they will get into trouble 
with the law. Thus, by not 
preparing them adequately 
so that they can have a de- 
cent means of livelihood, 
Government is guilty of 


low academic qualifica- the sin of omission. 


Moreover, with only 40% going up to Form 4, another public examination will have to be 
introduced to decide which Form 3 students will be promoted. In fact, a working party on the 
introduction of the Junior Certificate of Education Examination for students who have finished 
Form 3 is now being formed by the Education Department. If the students make it to Form 4, 
they will be faced with another public examination when they finish Form 5. Two public examina- 
tions within the short period of two years will put too much pressure on the students. For this 
reason, | am strongly against the introduction of a public examination after Form 3, 


Finally, the opening of flotation. and extended day classes is an added burden to school 
administrators and deprives the students of time and space for activities other than academic work. 
This could lead to the lowering of educational standards. 


The best solution to the problem of providing general education for all is to speed up the 
school building programme. No doubt this will require a huge sum of money. For Government 
to be able to save money for education, | sugggst three measures. 


The first one is Government could implement the recommendation of the T.K. Ann Report 
to remove all existing Government primary schools ‘from the direct control of the Education 
Department and each can be placed under an Individual School Management Committee...... ‘ 


My second suggestion is more drastic than the first one. Disestablish all the government secondary 
schools and convert them into aided schools.

The disestablishment of government primary and secondary schools could save Government 
a great deal of money. Needless to say, running a non-government school is much less expensive 
than running a government school. 


| said earlier that Government was buying more and more places in secondary schools. | 
would suggest that the number of ‘bought places’ be increased drastically. This way Government 
could again save money because a ‘bought place’ costs only $280 per pupil per annum. This is 
much less than what it has to spend on a government school place or a subsidised place. 


Besides the speeding up of the school building programme, Government should continue to 
convert under-utilised government primary schools into secondary schools. The earlier we reach 
the target of providing subsidised education for all, the better it will be for all of us in this com- 
munity. Nobody can deny that the key to the solution of most of our current social problems lies 
in education. 


Now, | would like to address myself to the 1976 Form 7 and Form 5 graduates of this 
College. Congratulations to you on your fine performance in the public ‘examinations. Special 
mention should be made of you, Form 5 graduates. You turned out to be the best batch of 
Certificate of Education Examination candidates that we have had so far. The top student 
obtained 6 distinctions and 3 B grade credits while the next best one obtained also 6 distinctions 
and 3 C grade credits. Much of the credit for the extremely good examination results of your 
class goes to your teachers, both in the primary and secondary sections, who painstakingly and 
unselfishly nurtured you and moulded you into what you are today. 


For those of you who have left us, remember and apply all the principles that you have 
learned during your stay with us. I realise that it is difficult to stick to one’s principles. People 
tend to sacrifice principles in favour of the easy way out, in favour of conformity. But keep on 
trying. Emulate the martyrs of our Church who died for their faith and their convictions. 


Before | close this evening, | would like to pay special tribute to a man who, until he died 
recently, had been a long-standing friend and benefactor of Raimondi College — Mr. Eugene Li 
Yiu Bor. His passing away was a great loss to the school and a great personal loss for me. To 
honour and perpetuate his memory, the school management has decided to name the Language 
Lab in our extension building the Li Yiu Bor Language Laboratory.

Born in 1909, Mr. Li had devoted his whole life to 
promoting education, social welfare and Church work in 
Hong Kong. 


To our college, Mr. Li had given his never-failing help, 
notably by granting annual scholarships to needy students 
of both our primary and secondary sections, He had been 
Chairman of our Form Six Building Fund-raising Committee 
and the generous donor of the Form Six Physics Laboratory. 


His death is a great loss to our school and our 
community at large; but his philanthropy will live forever 
and serve as. an instructive example.
